The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination 
the following limitations and other elements in the claims: 

References Miller (US 3,803,489), Murakami et al. (US 6,501,101), and Endredi et al. 
(US 5,237,266) do not disclose: 

• Equipping a C/V analyzer with a light-receiving-windowless electrolyte cell 
having an opening for electrolyte-wafer contact. 
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• Preparing a semiconductor wafer composed of an In-containing compound and 
superficially onto which at least one In-containing compound semiconductor layer 
has been heteroepitaxially grown. 

• Employing applied voltages, including at least a maximum voltage that surpasses 
lOV, but is not greater than about 60V to profile the wafer's C/Y characteristics. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
appHcation and claims 2-5 and 14 are allowed.
